Sunday the Ruhr occupation forces 
turned their attention today to extend- 
ing the control of the railway lines.

fective in Coblenz, but two battalk.ns 
of French engineers have taken over 
the lines and placed heavy guards at 
important points. , 


A strike of the forces at telephone 


and telegraph central offices called last 
evening gives the - French another 
problem to solve. 
The coal miners 


are generally at work. 


In Coblenz the railroad strike also Is 


complete. 
Likewise at Bonn not a 


wheel is turning. There was a huge 
demonstration by students at Bonn 
this afternoon, but no clashes of a 


serious nature took plac». 


The train service is paralyzed be- 


tween Duesseldorf, Duesburg and Es- 
sen. 
There was only one train run 


yesterday between Mayence and Dues- 
seldbrf. - No mall has arrived here from 
Paris or Berlin in two days. 


The French are having trouble with 


the Coblenz population. Quiet and or- : 
derly during American occupation ot 
this area, the population had become 
most unruly. 


The strike of the railroad men in the 


Ruhr is growing proportionately with 
the taking over of the stations by tha 
French. As soon as the French arriv« 
the railfoa'd men quit their posts. 


Dortmund alone remains the open 


door into tho interior of Germany. 
When the French close this "gateway 
complete isolation of the Ruhr is only 
a question of a few hours, as the rail- 
rcad men will quit their jobs, put the 
signal boxes out of commission and 
jam the switches.

Recommends Two Fleet Bases om East and West Coast-Boston 


and Portsmouth Yards Should Be Reduced in Activity 


or Made Inoperative if Economy is Required 


Signing Editorial*. 


A" bill has been introduced in the state legislature which will 


require an editor to sign his editorials.. It is along the line of 
freak legislation that crops out at each session and the kind to 
which people pay little attention. The joke of the thing is the 
only part that appeals to the public. 
. 


The matter of signing an editorial is about as useless as 


placing two- tails on a dog. -It is unnecessary for two reasons. 
About everyone connected with a newspaper knows who 
writes the editorials. The general public, as well, has that 
knowledge. There is no chance for an editor to hide himself 
behind anyone. If his written utterances are injurious to -any 
individuals the public,, that individual or the.public knows 
who is to blame and what to do about it. Every editorial 
writer is cognizant of that fact, for he finds his mail well sup- 
plied with objections from somewhere. He knows he can not 
please everyone and does not try to. 


In the second place, there is an individuality about an edi- 


torial that fixes it to the man who wrote it. A vigorous and 
forceful editor cannot hide his individuality any more than he 
can hide his paper. He has-a characteristic Way of saying- 
things that predominates in such a manner that he cannot deny 
his editorial utterances. 
. 


If the intent of the proposed law is to fix responsibility for 


,• editorial utterances, all one has to do is to look at the head of 
the editorial page of his paper or ask'the publisher, and he will 
find out all about it. No editor seeks to hide behind anyone 
else in what he says. He expresses his personal opinion on 
issues fearlessly and asks odds of no one; taking the kicks when 
they come as a matter of course. "He does not expect to agree 
with everyone.

tion problem, has made its report in 
which It recommends deductions of 
various navy yards and stations. • 


"In time of peace the stations of the 


eliore establishments should be main- 
tained on en operating basis, only to 
the extent necessary to support the 
Seat in those necessary naval opera- 
tions conducted alike in peace or war. 
The stations that are reduced in ac- 
tivity or made Inoperative' must be 
maintained in condition, quickly to be 
made, fully operative in time of im- 
pending hostilities." 


The board then takes up the various 


types of shore stations. 
On "fleet 


bases" it. makes tea following observa- 
tion! 


'Atlantic-Pacific Bases 


"The problem confronting tlft board 


to making recommendations as to 
bases would be greatly simplified if H 
were possivle to create the ideal condi- 
tion of having at least two adequate 
fleet bases.on each coast, namely, the 
New York-Narragansett Eay region 
and Chesapeak^Bay on the Atlantic, 
and San Francisco Bay and Puget 
Sound on the Pacific, with advanced 
bases In the Canal Zone and Hawaiian 
Islands, and to concentrate naval 
•here establishments in and around 
thesfe waters. 


"The -general policy followed at the 


time when most bf our yards and sta- 
tions were established was one of coast 
or local defense, so that more navy 
yards have Ti>een established than are 
required for fleet bases, and some are 
in places not adapted for development 
nto bases. The board, realizing the 
fact that ths ideal condition does riot 
obtain, must accordingly 
make Us 


recommendations to utilize the yards 


found, only a quick-sand 
II officers of the navy do 


formation, 
not know 


that it Is impossible to build a stable 
end solid naval base and drydocks on 
such a formation it is high time they 
learned it. The board states that, 
Tha natuual advantages required for a 
fleet base are a. harbor with 'deep 
water approaches, protected and spe-, 
clous deep water anchorage, suscepti- 
ble- of befns easily defended, and.the 
like. In tho absence of these natural 
perquisites, to the extent demanded by 
the mission of the best under consid- 
eration, strategy seeks other general 
locations, and thus naval strategy is 
influenced by geographical considera- 
tions.'^ 


'For the information of the board, I 


will state, that the'Mare Island Navy 
Tard is located on deep water with 
deep water approaches that will ac- 
commodate . the largest 
battleship 


afloat. Apparently the board does not 
know, this important fact, but they can 
obtain illuminating information on the 
subject from either the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey or from-the very efficient 
Corps of Engineers of the United 
States Army. In addition, there Is 
more anchorage ground off Mare Island 
than at any navy yard or naval base in 
the world save only one. If they will 
take the trouble to study naval charts 
they will be able to convince them- 
selves of this fact. Further Mare Is- 
land cannot be reached by gunfire frem

cases, registered during the year end- j 
ing June 30, 1322.

Workers rehabilitated 
during 


the year numbered 1,890, as compared 
with 457 rehabilitated in 1520-21. .On 
June1 30th, 1922, the number . of live 
cases.on the rolls of the service ap-; 
proximated 8,147.

This, work shouldi not. be 
confused 


with .the Veteran . rehabilitation 
ser- 


vice which is under the Veterans Bu- 
reau, says Mr. Fidler, as it is a dis- 
tinctly separate agency. 


Tha rehabilitation service was es-1 


tablished by Congress by the Act of 
June'2,' 1920,. as a division of the Fed- 
eral Board for Vocational, Education. 
Under the. acts provisions the Federal 
government allots to the states an an- 
nual, grant of ?750,000 for 
the 
first 


year, and $1,000,000 for the three suc- 
ceeding years for the purpose of min- 
.Istering.-vocational training to disabled 
civilian workers. This training seeks 
to enable the workers to overcome 
their handicaps and fit them 
to te- 


enier profitable 
employment. 
The 


.states receive the Federal 
funds on 


"condition that they match the Federal 
grants dollar for dollar by state 
and_ 


local expenditure. 


Prior to-the passage of the Federal 


Act, only six states were engaged in 
civilian rehabilitation work. To date, 
34 states have accepted the provisions 
of the Federal Act and have set up re- 
habilitation machinery. 
A total 
cf 


'$736,683.39 was expended by the states 
for rehabilitation during- the year 1921- 
22, of which 
$314,973.43 represented 


Federal funds, and 
$404,095.42 state 


funds.. The growth of the service' dur- 
ing the year'may be seen when it Is 
realized that the 
total 
expenditure 


from all sources, for the year 1920-21 
was~only $270,812.33. 


The service is not restricted to work- 


ers disabled in industry. Workers dis- 
abled by public accidents' or disease, 
are equally eligible for training. For 
the year 1921-22, there were 7,708 cases 
which originated in employment acci- 
dents, 1,853 cases which originated in 
public accidents, and 3,049 cases which 
originated in disease.
